tion day duel in Estell county, of which 
only meagre mention was made in dis- 
patches of Wednesday, terns out to 
have been one of tho Siost desperate en- 
counters evs? witnessed in Kentucky. 
A isaa horn Irvine, the county seat, 
yesterday told the following story of the 
duel: The principals were Dr. Lilly on 
one side and John Wilson, a school 
teacher, on the other. Lilly was a re- 
publican and Wilson a democrat. Lilly 
brought a negro to the polls to vote him 
but Wilson challenged tho vote, which 
was sustained by tho judges. This 
angered Lilly and hot words ensued, 
which resulted in both, men drawing 
pistols. Lilly was the quickest and had 
shot Wikon twice near the heart before 
the latter could get bis weapon. Wilson 
than got his pistol out and fired two 
shots one of which struck Lilly in the 
region of the heart. About this time 
Wilson's brother interfered and suc- 
ceeded in wrestling Lilly's weapon from 
his hand. Nothing daunted him, how- 
ever, and almost in the throes of death, 
Lilly drew his knifo and made several 
stabs at his enemy. Both fell to the 
ground, but tho terrible duel was not 
over. With the 
last 
of his 
fast 


ebbing strength, Wilson raised up and 
fired tho last load in. his pistol at 
Grant Lilly, a brother of Dr. Lilly, who 
had appeared on the scene, inflicting a 
wound which will probably cause his 
death. Wilson then crawled over to 
where his antagonist lay and butied 
the hammer of his pistol in Dr. Lilly's 
head. 
Three 
outsiders were 
also 


wounded in addition to those men- 
tioned, but were not seriously hurt. 
The Lilly boys are sons of Judge H. 
Clay Lilly, -who has gained a national 
reputation for trying the mountain des- 
peradoes of Kentucky.

CONTAMINATED WATER, 


The Artesian Well Water Analyzed— 


JProfeHsor Dryer BecommeHd* 


Its Condemnation. 


Some years ago a sensation was cre- 


ated by the opinions of several scientific 
gentlemen as to the healthful qualities 
of the water which flows from the well 
in the court house yard. The water 
contained fungi which was examined 
under a microscope. 
These fungi were 


then and are to this day visible to the 
naked eye and no donbt cause many to 
abstain from the refreshing draughts to 
be had at the "town pomp." Prof. 
Charles 
R. 
Dryer, 
late a pro- 


fessor 
of 
science 
in 
the 


Wayne 
public 
schools, 


now connected with the electric 
pany in a high capacity, to satisfy his 
own curiosity has begun a thorough an- 
alysis of the water. In the preliminary 
examination he discovered foreign sub- 
stances which he declares to be an indi- 
cation that the water is not good. He 
will continue the examination, the re- 
salt of which he has promised to furnish 
THE SEHTINEL at an early day. Dr. G, 
W. MoCaskey made a careful analysis a 
few years ago and in reply to ft report- 
er's inquiry he said: 


"I made a careful microscopical ex- 


amination some seven or eight years 
ago, and found enormous quantities of 
vegetable fungi, which conclusively 
proved the existence of organic matter 
somewhere along the course of the well, 
which got access to the water. These 
fungi themselves, were not regarded as 
essentially deleterious to health, but 
indicated an amount of organic matter 
which might easily serve as its carrier 
of organisms which were really deleteri- 
ous. The most probable sources ap- 
pears to me to be a leakage in some of 
the joint connections of the pipes lining 
the well, which permitted a stream of 
organic matter to pour into the well." 


The matter resolves itself into the in- 


teresting conundrum, are the thousands 
of people who drink at the artesian well 
snjecting themselves to unhealthy in- 
fluence by taking into their system this 
fungi or are they not ? It is a matter 
of considerable importance and should 
be treated so, by regarding the opinion 
of gentlemen whose learning 'enables 
them to give a comprehensible and re- 
liable statement. Prof. Dryer has de- 
clared the "artesian" well water to be 
polluted and he says that the well 
should bo condemned.

most important of all good sifts, without 
which vegetable and animal life would 
never have hart an existence. 


What light is wo can judge only from 


its effects, its real essence remaining an 
impenetrable mystery. But this is like- 
wise true of many other things, includ- 
ing life itself. Light is an incident of 
iire, and from the nicH remote ages the 
two havo been principal among the con- 
cerns of mankind. 


Fire, and with it artificial light, was 


obtained by the savage ancients from 
tho effects of lightning, volcanic erup- 
tions aud 
spontaneous 
combustion. 


When observation and thought had de- 
veloped something of the inventive tal- 
ent inherent in man, he discovered that 
tire can be obtained as the result of fric- 
tion, the principle upon which we still 
rely when "stricking a match," and had 
acquired the power of producing a light 
without tho intercession of the gods. 


The history of artificial illumination 


is, in a certain sense, the history of the 
world's progress. 
In the rudest times 


light was obtained by burning wood or 
other vegetable substances. 
After a 


time these gave place to oils animal and 
vegetable. As light was regarded as the 
special gift 
of tho divinities, lamps 


became early works of art, upon 
which 
great 
ingenuity, 
both 
as 


to shape and ornamentation, was ex- 
pended; indeed, external form was more 
regarded than powers of illumination. 
Lamps, as devised by the ancient He-

brews, have continued in use down to 
our century and may still bo encoun- 
tered in the French portions of Canada. 
These are oval metallic vessels with a 
handle, at one end and a beak at the 
other, through a hole in which, a wick 
conducts oil or grease from below, emit- 
ting a smoky light. 


It is difficult for us to conceive of an 


age in which "tallow dips" wore not em- 
ployed for household illumination; in- 
deed, it would seem that their use ought 
to have antedated the lamp. As a mat- 
ter of fact candles are a comparatively 
modern invention, having been first in- 
troduced in the latter part of the thir- 
teenth century. Originally they wore 
made by the process of "dipping," with 
which most middle-aged country readers 
are familiar. Later they were cast in 
molds. 
Candles were early made of 


wax, and latterly of sperm oil and the 
products of petroleum. 
Candles arc 


spoken of in the Englit.h translation of 
the Bible; but the word should have 
been rendered "lamp." Candles were a 
vast improvement over their immediate 
predecessor, tho lamp, and mark the 
third era of illumination. 


The fourth period dates from the in- 


vention of gas. The honor of this lies 


in the world, and ha? proved an almost 
inestimable blessing to mankind. Glass 
chimney*, by the aid of v. hich kerosene 
is burned without emitting <i:;oke, were 
invented as an adjunct of the aitrand 
lamp, by Aimc Argand, in the latter part 
of the eighteenth century.

motive headlight are made on this prin- 
ciple, which accounts for their power of 
penetrating the darkness. In the United 
States the first light-houses were illu- 
minated by tallow candles. Lard oil has 
long been the standard, though oluetric 
lights are now employed where a current 
can be obtained. 


This briiiR.s us to the sixth and last era 


of illumination, upon which the world is 
just entering—the electric lij-ht. 


As to what electricity really is. we are 


as ignorant as we are of the nature of 
the nature of light. "U'e speak of it as 
a "current," but only as a matter of con- 
venience, since, as a matter of fact, it 
may be something entirely different. To 
convey to the reader of limited sciontilie 
knowledge an intelligent idea of the elec- 
tric light is a difficult but not h»pclc.--s 
task. 


\Vhon the terminal wires of a battery 


are brought together and then slightly 
separated, there results a bright light 
between them. To this light, by reason 
of its curved form, the name "electric 
arc" has been given. If the circuit is 
not immediately broken tho ends of the 
wires become greatly heated and melt, 
dropping off in glowing globules. As 
they molt away the distance between 
them increases, and a point is reached

The next era in the history of illumina- 
v"'tion begins with the invention and general 
^introduction of kerosene oil. At lirst it 
|Vas extracted from bituminous coal; 


but, since the general discovery of petro- 
leum, has been manufactured from it. 
though not tho equal of gas, kerosene 
lias furnished farmers and the residents ' 
t>f villages and small towns with a better 
tnd cheaper light than was before kuown 


at which the electro-motive force of the 
battery is no longer suflicient to main- 
tain a current across the intervening 
space. 


As the heat thus generated is suflicient 


to fuse and even vaporize all known 
metals, the problem of rendering the 
electric light permanent and profitable 
became a most diflicult one. Its solution 
was found in using points of carbon, 
which no heat can fuse but which can 
be vaporized. The bright arc is caused 
in part by the intensely heated carbon 
vapor through which the current passes, 
and in part by the high temperature of 
the carbon points themselves. As the

If a bar of steel is masrnctiicod 
by rubbing it upon a natural magnet or 
loadstone one end becomes positive, at- 
tracting light objects and having a ten- 
dency to point to the north, the other 
negative, repelling such objects and 
pointing toward the south. Those are 
spoken of as the "poles" of the magnet. 
Similar poles repel each other and di>-

In 1810 Sir Humphrey Davy, 


the inventor of the saiety lamp, ex- 
hibited in Paris an elaborate li-jht j>ro- 
dtn-ed by two pcites of carbon and a 
powerful galvanic battery. 


Tho system described is called the arc 


system: strii* of metal arc used in place 
of carbon, and are kept from melting or 
burning by inclosing them in glass globes 
front which the air has been removed, 
producing a vaccuum. This system is 
used principally in public and private 
ocMilences, but is not well adapted for 
rntdoor lighting. 


The city of Chicaeo H engaged in con-

work has bei'ii three j ears in progerss, 
and the re-uits so far accomplished are 
of tho most gratifyins nature.

Tho 
comparison 


between the two may well bo likened to 
the light of the stars and that supplied 
by the moon when at the full, on a clear 
night. Kot only is Chicago the lirst 
large city in America to build an electric 
plant for itself, but it has solved the 
problem of placing conducting wires 
under ground, thus avoiding all the nu- 
merous accidents and great loss of life 
which have rendered electric lighting a 
nuisance in Xew York. 


The wires, which arc of copper, arc 


covered with parailine, then with rubber, 
and, lastly, encased in lead pipes. 
The 


lead pipes are inclosed in others of iron, 
where only one line is laid in a street, 
and in largo ones of cement, with various 
separate passages, where a number are 
run 
down 
a 
street 
to supply a 


distant district. About one horse-power 
is required for a lamp, which is of -.000 
candle power, thirty-five being in a cir- 
cuit. One lamp is placed at each street 
intersection, and one in tho center of 
long block;. 


In tho sand-fly season the electric 


lamps attract the insects in vast num- 
bers, to the intense annoyance of pass- 
ers by and the amusement of onlookers.

The performance of the night were 


extromolv theatiical, \nitesDr. Wash- 
ington Matthews, of the United Spates 
Army, aiid would make a iirst-cla-»3 at- 
traction on any stage. 
A davK circle of 


branches was built around the iiro about 
eight fe.et high, forming an inclohiiro of 
5acred ground 
about, forty feet in 


'liameter. At 8 o'clock a band of mu- 
sicians forming a hort of orchestra en- 
tered and performed with hardly any 
interruption until morning. 
A~t the 


moment tho music began the great firo 
was kindled, and in a few moments tho 
entire pile was iu flame-. 
"A storm of 


sparks iie\v upward to the height of a 
hundred feet or more, and tho descend- 
ing ashes feel in the corral like .a 
shower of snow. Tho heat was soon so 
intense that in the remotest part of tho 
iuclosure it was necessary for one to 
screen his face when he looked toward 
the lire. And now all was ready to test 
the endurance of the dancers, who must 
expose, or seem to expose, their naked 
breasts to the torrid glow. 


Suddenly wo heard, mingled with 


the blowing of the buffalo-horn,strange 
sounds, much like the call of the sand 
hill crane. These sounds continued to 
grow louder and come nearer, until 
they were heard at the opening in the 
east, and in a second after, ten men, 
having no clothing • on except a loin- 
cloth, entered. 
.Every man except the 


leader bore a long, thick bundle of 
.shreded cedar-bark in each hand. 
Tho 


leader carried four small fagots of the 
same material iu his hands. Four times 
they all danced around the fire, waving 
their bundles of bark toward it. They 
halted in the east; the leader advanced 
toward the central fire, lighting one of 
tho fagots, and, trumpeting loudly, 
threw it to the east over the fence o{ 
tho corral. He performed a similar act 
at the south, at the west, and at tho 
north; but before the northern brand 
was thrown ho lighted with it tho bark 
bundles of his comrades. 
As each 


brand disappeared over the fence, some 
of the spectators blew into their hands 
and made a motion as if tossing some 
substance after the departing flame. 
When the torches were all lighted, the 
whole baud began a M ild race around 
the fire. 
At first they kept close to- 


gether and spat upon one another some 
substance of supposed medicinal virtue. 
Soon they scattered andra-j, apparently 
without concert, the rapid racing caus- 
ing the brands to throw out long, bril- 
liant streamers of flame over the hands 
and arms of the dancers. Then tlyay 
proceeded to apply the brands to their 
own nude bodies and to the bodies oi 
their comrads ia front of them, no mau 
ever once turning around. At times the 
dancer struck his victim vigorous blows 
with his flaming wand; again, he seized 
the flame as if it were a sponge, and, 
keeping close to the one pursued, rub- 
bed the back of the latter for several 
moments, ax il he were bathing him. 
In tho meantime the sufterer would, 
perhaps, catch up with some one in 
front of him, and iu turn bathe him in 
llrtme. At times, when a dancer found 
no one in front of him, he proceeded to 
sponge his own back, and might keep 
this up while making two or three cir- 
cuits around the iiro, or until caught up 
with someone else. At each applica- 
tion of the blaxe the loud trumpeting 
was heard, and it often seemed as if a 
great iluck of cranes was winging its 
way overhead southward through tho 
darkness. If a brand became extin- 
guished it was lighted again iu the cen- 
tral fire; but whea it was so far con- 
sumed as to bo no longer held conveni- 
ently in the hand, tho dancer dropped 
it and rushed, trumpeting, out of th« 
corral. Thus one by one, they all de- 
parted. 
When they were gone many of 


the spectators came forward, picked up 
many of the fallen fragments of cedar 
bark, lighted them, and bathed their 
hands in the flames as a charm against 
the evil effects of fire. 


Did these dancers next day hide sore 


and blistered backs under their zarapes? 
I think not, for I have seen and con- 
versed with some of the performers 
immediately after tho lire show, and 
they seemed happy and had nothing to 
complain of. Did the medicine they 
spat on one another save them? Cer- 
tainly not, although the Indians claim 
it as a true prophylactic against burns, 
and call it aze aakazi, or cold medicine. 
But it is probable that tho cedar bark 
ignites at low temperature, and more 
than probable that the coating of whito 
earth with which their bodies were cov- 
ered is an excellent conductor. I have 
seen many firesceues on the stage.raany 
acts of fire-eating and lire-handling by 
civilized jugglers, and many lire-dances 
by other Indian tribes, but nothing 
quite comparable to this in all its scoiiio 
effects. 


Caught Unilor the Con!. 


Neither the frequent perils nor the 


continued discomfort of men who work 
underground can ever be appreciated 
by us who live every day iu the sun- 
shine.

In some European countries they go

The beds are in an elevated alcove, 


with doors in front, cutting it off from 
the room, The bed is usually a bunk 
In this province bedsteads are seldom 
used.

Now, 
the poor and miserable and blind and 
naked are the fittest subjects for Chris- 
tianitv. It is the publicans and the 
harlots who constitute the chronic de- 
Bpair of civilization. 
Human power 


can do nothing with these. How much 
more important, therefore, that the 
Gospel should take, them in hand and 
cleanse and tame them. 
Let the 


churches ad just this power to this need, 


By guarding his general health he may 
render himself, in a measure at least, 
proof against diseases of the contagious 
order, furnishing in his own person no 
nidus in which they may develop. To 
guard his physical welibeing he needs 
protection from contagion as far as thai 
cau go, and he needs also tj^e ability to 
withstand contagion when he can no 
longer avoid it. For his moral welfare- 
he needs the same double guards. Ho 
should avoid evil communications and 
bad associates as he would the plague, 
but should also fit himself to resist their j 
iulluenc'e. There are social microbe.) 
less potent and mischievous than those 
with which Pasteur deals. It is im- 
possible to avoid them. Somo of thosa 
who are infected with the contagion get 
put away in pest houses or prisons; 
many more walk the streets, jostle one 
iii the cars or in places of public meet- 
ing, or even visit us at our homes. 
They scatter about as they go the in- 
visible germs of moral disease that, 
when they liud congenial soil, flourish 
and grow, but perish in the presence of 
a high degree of moral healthfulness. 
While, therefore, it is well to avoid bad 
associates, just as it is well to avoid 
smallpox patients, it is also necessary to 
keep one's self strong enough to resist 
moral contagions that 
can not be 


avoided. The influences that go to 
make character are in great part un- 
seen, like the microbe:-) that carry with 
them disease and death. 
The places 


where they most flourish may be knowu 
and avoided, but the influences them- 
selves cannot bo altogether escaped. It 


I is, therefore, of special importance that 
the young should be so trained as to re- 
sist such influences instinctively, which 
cau be done if they are taught to be 
true, honest and self-respectful. 
The 


boy who respects himself, is proud of 
his good name, speaks the truth aud 
deals honestly with his fellows, is in a

In 1SJO .Sir Humphrey Davy, 


the inventor of the saiety lamp, ex- 
hibited in Paris an elaborate light pro- 
duced by two peice.s of carbon and a 
powerful galvanic baltvry. 


Thu system described is called the arc 


system; strips of metal are used in place 
of carbon, and are kept from melting or 
burning by Inclosing thorn In glass globes 
from which the air has been removed, 
producing a vaccuum. This system Is 
used principally in public and private 
ocsldcnces. but is not well adapted for 
rtild-oor lighting.

Samuel Freeman Miller, tho subject

Napoleon gave the 
same advice when he said: "If vou 
set out to take Vienna take Vicuna'" 


For these reasons, Lam apt to rec- 


ommend young men to write for the 
press early in life, being well aware 
that the habit of doing this hns been 
of use to me.

A WEIRD INCANTATION. 


The por format) co of tho night woro 


extnjniolv theatrical, writes Dr. Wash- 
ington Matthews, of ihe United Scales 
Army, and would make u tirst-class at- 
traction on auy stage. A dartt circle of 
branches was built arouiid the liro about 


ed ground 
ubout forty feet iu 


nottir. At 8 o'clock a bund of inu- 
ins forming a sort of orchestra en- 


tered and performed with hardly any 
interruption until morning. 
At the 


moment tlio music began tho great iiro 
was kindled, und in a few moments tho 
entire pile WIM in (lamus. "A storm of 
eiiarbi flow upward U> the height of a 
imiidred feet or more, and the descend- 
ing ashes feal in the corral like & 
shower of snow. Tho heat was BOOU so 
intense thut in tho remotest part of tho 
iuclosure it was necessary for one to 
screen his faco when ho looked toward 
tlie lire. And now all was ready to test 
the endurance of the dancers, who mast 
expose, or seem to expose, their uukeil 
breasts to the torrid glow. 


Suddenly wo heard, mingled with 


tlie blowing of the buffalo-horn,8trange 
Bouuda, mncli like the coll of the sand 
hill crane. These Bounds continued to 
frow loader and come nearer, until 
.hey -were heard at the opening in the 
east, and in a second after, tea men, 
having DO clothing • on except a loin- 
cloth, entered. Every man except the 
lender bore a long, thick bundle of 
.shredod cedar-bark in each hand. Tho 
leader carried four small fagota of thu 
eame material in his bands. Four times 
they all danced around the fire, waving 
their bundles of hart toward it 
They 


halted in the east; the leader advanced

Soon they scattered andra^, apparently 
without concert, the rapid racing caus- 
ing the brands to throw out long, bril- 
liant utreamera of flame over the handa 
and arms of the dancers. Then tlysy 
proceeded to apply the brands to their 
own nudo bodie* nnd to the bodies of 
their comrods in front of them, uo nmu 
ever once turning around. At times the 
dancer struck hie victim vigorous blown 
with his darning wand; again, he seized 
tho flame as if it wero a sponge, aud, 
keeping close to the one pursued, rnb- 
bod tho back of the latter for several 
momenta, as if he were bathing him. 
In the meantime tho sufterer would, 
perhaps, catch up with some one in 
front of him, and in turn batlio htm in 
flrtmo. At times, when a dancer found 
no ono in front of him, ho proceeded to 
eponge his own back, aud might keep 
this up while making two or three cir- 
cuits around the liro, or until caught up 
•with Home ono vise. At each applica- 
tion of tho blaze tho loud trumpeting 
was hoard, and it oftoa (teemed an if a 
groat Hock of cranes wan winging its 
way overhead uouthwurd through tho 
darkness. If n brand became extin- 
guished it watt lighted again iu tho cen- 
tral firo; but whan it wan so fnr con- 
sumed as to bo no longor hold conveni- 
ently in tho hand,tho dancer dropped 
it and muhed. trumpeting, out of tli« 
corral. Thus one by ono, they all de- 
parted. When they wore gone many of 
tho 8]wct*tor* camo forward, picket! up 
many of the fallen fragment* of ceditr 
bark, lighted thorn, and bathed thotr 
handa In tho flame* as a charm against 
tho evil effects of lire. 


Did these dancers noxt day hido sore 


andblUtered backn under thoirznrapo*? 
I think not, for I have noon and con- 
yarned with some of tho performer* 
immediately after tho liro show, and 
thoy scorned happy and had nothing to 
complain of, 1)«1 tho medicine they 
Bpat on ono another nave thorn? Cer- 
tainly not, although the Indiana claim 
it as a true prophvlactio against burns, 
and call it aze xakaz'i, or cold medicine. 
But it is probable that tlio cedar bark 
ignites at low temperature, and moro 
than probable that tho coating of whlto 
earth with which their bodies wero cov- 
ered ii an excellent conductor. I have 
seen many lire scenes on the fltago,m&ny 
acts of lire-eating und lire-handling by 
civilized jugglers, and many tiro-dances 
by other Indian tribes, but nothing 
quite comparable to this in all its aceuid 
effoats.

y guarding his general health he may

'encler himself, in a measure at least, 
roof against diseases of the contagious 
rder, furnishing in his own poreou no 
idus in which thev may develoii. Tc 
uard life physicafwoHbeiug lie' needs 
roteotion from contagion as far as thai 
an go, and he needs also the ability to 
ithstaml coniagiou when ho can no 
onger avoid it. For his moral welfare 
0 needs the same double guards. He 
jouhl avoid evil communications and 
ltd associates as ho would the plague, 
ut should also lit himself to resist their 
uilueuce. There are social microbe:! 
ess potent and mischievous tlmu those 
ith which Pasteur deals. It is im- 


uussiblo to uvoid them. Somo of tkosu 
•ho are iufeuted with the contagion gut 
>ut away in pest housw or prisons; 
uany more walk the streets, iostlo ono 
u the CUM or in places of public uieet- 
ig, or even visit us at our homes, 
'hey scatter about as they go tho in- 
isihle germs of moral disease that, 
when they tind congenial soil, llourish 
nd grow, but perish ia the presence ol 
high degree of moral uealthfulnoss. 
Vhile, therefore, it is well to avoid bad 
associates, gnat as it is well to avoid 
mallpox patients, it is also necessary to 
ceep one's self strong enough to resist 
moral contagions that 
can not be 


voided. The influences that go to 
make character ate in great part un- 
een, like the microbes that curry with 
Item disease and death. The places 
where they most flourish may be known 
nd avoided, but the influences them- 
selves cannot bu altogether escaped. It 


3, therefore, of special importance that 
he young should be so trained as to re- 
ist such influences instinctively, which 
con be done if they are taught to be 
rue, honest and self-respectful. 
The 


toy who respects himself, ia proud of 
us good name, sjieaks the truth and 
leals honestly with his fellows, is in a 
neasure proof against the unseeu in* 
[nances that break down character aud 
cad to wrong-doing and to ruiu. But 
10 should not unnecessarily expose hira- 
elf to contagion, and in that lies the 
value of the many proverbs that warr 
dm against bad associations and «vi! 
common ications.

How do I account for 
that? Solomon sent out Ills ships and 
robbed tho gardens of tho wholo earth, 
'ur lluwurs and planted these exotics 
lure, and thcsu particular flowers uro dl- 
•cct dcjcomlaiits of thu foreign plants he 
mpurtc'd. Kcceiitly trawlers in tho Ho y 
Lund speak of the rocky und Btouy sur- 
face of nourly all rulustinc as an Impo- 
ssible bnrrler to tliu futitru cultivation of 
tlio suit. Hut 
If they had examined 


minutely tlio rocks und stones of tltu 
Holy Land thvy would llnd lliuUliey Jiro 
Lwlng skelu to tilled, nnd are being melted 
Into thu sol! and, being Tor thu most part 
limestone, they aro doing for that land 
what tlio American and Hnplblk farmer 
iocs when at great e.xponso and fatlguo 
tio draws his WBROII load of lln<o and 
scatters it on thu fields for tliolr unrich- 
mvut. 


Asl lookitiwn this great aauediict of 


Palestine, a 
wondrous specimen of 


ancient masonry, about KUVOU fuel high, 
two feot wfdu, sometimes tunneling tlio 
solid rock and iliuit rolling its waters 
through stoneware pipes, an aqueduct 
doing its work ten miles boforo it guts 
to those threo reservoirs, and then gath- 
ering tliolr wealth of rufreshmont and 
pouring tt on to thu mighty city of 
Jerusalem and tilling thu brazen suit of 
her tcinplu, nnd tho bath-rooms of her 
palaces, and tho groat pools of SI loam 
and Uezekiah and llulhosdn, 1 find them 
In good condition threo thousand years 
after construction and It makes mu think 
thnt tho world may have forgo ttmi more 
than it now knows. Tlio great honor 
of our ago Is not machinery, for tlio 
ancients had somn styles of it more won- 
derful; nor art, for tho ancients lind art 
more cxqulslto and durable; or archi- 
tecture, for Itoman Coliseum and Grecian 
Acropolis surpass nil modern architec- 
ture; nor cities, for aomo of tho ancient 
cities wore larger than ours in the sweep 
of their pomp. Itut our attempts must 
bo In moral achievement and Gospel vic- 
tory. In thai we have already surpassed 
thorn, and in that direction lut tho ages 
push on. Let us brag less of worldly 
achievement, and tliank God for moral 
opportunity. More good men and good 
women Is what tha world wants. To- 
ward moral elevation and spiritual at- 
tainment lut tho chic* struggle be. Tho 
source of all that I will show you before 
sundown of this day, on which we havo 
visited tho pools of Solomon, and tho 
gardens of tho King.

Thcro wuro six cows in tho gamo 
room. On a little elevation tuoro was 
some straw whero tho people Eat und 
s upt when they' wished to rest- It was 
in u room similar to that our Lord was 
burn.
